PACKING  AND  DELIVERY

I LACS  have  been  exceedingly  popular 
rtowering  shrubs  in  gardens  for  many 
years,  and  with  the  remarkable  im- 
provements that  have  been  achieved 
during  the  past  twenty-five  years  in 
superior  varieties  and  crosses,  their 
popnlarity  is  still  increasing.  This  is 
self-evident  in  the  enormous  crowds  of  people  that 
visit  the  lilac  display  every  season  at  Highland  Park, 
Rochester,  New  York,  and  the  Arnold  Arboretum, 
Boston,  Mass.  Only  those  who  have  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  seeing  these  wonderful  collections  can  form 
any  idea  of  their  great  beauty  both  in  color  and  form 
of  fiower. 

It  is  an  error  to  suppose  that  lilacs  have  no  particular 
charm,  or  that  they  cannot  be  seen  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage except  Avhen  they  are  in  full  bloom.  When 
the  clusters  are  partly  expanded  and  the  beauty  of  the 
unopened  buds  is  contrasted  with  the  open  flowers  is 
the  time  when  the  lilac  displa3^s  its  greatest  charms, 
ddiis  is  more  particularly  true,  perhaps,  in  regard  to 
the  dark  flowering  lilacs,  such  as  Congo,  Pasteur, 
Montgolfier  and  Negro,  which  are  charmingly  hand- 
some when  the  flower  ])anicles  are  j^artly  expanded. 

It  niight  be  said  that  there  are  four  shades  or  tints, 
with  their  infinite  variations,  in  which  the  lilac  reveals 
its  greatest  beauties,  namely:  AVhite,  creamy  pink,  lilac 
or  bluish  lavender,  and  purple  red,  and  inside  that 
general  color  scheme  all  the  lilacs  in  cultivation  range 
themselves,  whether  they  are  double  or  single. 

Lilacs  should  \)e  more  largely  ]:)lanted  in  our  gar- 
dens, as  they  are  of  easy  culture  and  seem  to  thrive 
in  a great  variety  of  soil  and  climate,  succeeding  equally 
Avell  in  northern  Michigan  as  in  the  more  eastern  states. 
A group  planting  of  lilacs  on  the  lawn  is  a beautiful 
siglit  Avhen  in  bloom,  but  it  is  Avhen  grown  as  a single 
specimen  that  the  real  beauty  of  the  lilac  is  seen  tO'  the 
best  advantage.  Lilacs  should  be  planted  during  the 
months  of  April,  l\Iay,  September,  October,  and  No- 
vember.
